man’s job for 37 y ears.

ous fires all have been part of a 
day ’s work for 
the smiling, pleas­ 
ant 78-y ear-old Hoffman. 
Fortunately , the people he’s killed 
and the rest of the destruction he’s 
created have been make-believe, all 
for the benefit of the motion pic­ 
ture camera. 
Hoffman 
Is Holly ­ 
wood's veteran explosives expert. 
The results are faked, but Hoff­ 
man’s dy namite and

Years in Army 
Five of those 42 y ears were with 
the Army when he helped to build

as a civilan adviser in demolition 
work with the Army and Navy dui 
mg the last war and helped make 
training pictures. 
At Paramount studio, where he’s 
the explosives chief, directors, p» o 
ducers and stars take orders from 
him when he’s needed on the set 
The studio 
rule, according 
to 
Hoffman. Is that safety is as im 
portant as effect. As he puts it: * 
"They don’t want to lose any big 
stars and I’d like to stick around a 
while, my self, too.” 
Only One Accident 
His job may be to get Alan Ladd 
through

battlefield, 
narrowly 
missing death, as In a scene for the 
new film, “Bey ond Glory ,” or it just 
may be to have Veronica Lake blow 
herself up with a hand grenade.

Now Defense Zone 


MANILA—The island fortress of 
Corregidor and six other islands in 
Manila bay have been declared a 
PhilUppine national defense zone. 
A proclamation by President Elpi- 
dio Quirino orders that the islands 
shall be used as storehouses for am­ 
munition reserves. All civilians liv­ 
ing on the islands will be moved out 
during the next two y ears. 
Waters near Corregidor and the 
other islands now are off limits to 
all ships except those of the Phil- 
lipplne naval patrol. The sky way s 
directly above the entrance to the 
bay have been declared off Umils 
to all aircrafts except those of the 
Philippine air force. 
All civilian visitors to the Islands, 
including sightseers, will 
be re­ 
quired to present passes signed by 
national defense official. 
Qulrino’s proclamation explained 
that “in view of their tragetic loca­ 
tion for defense purposes, it 
is 
necessary to make Corregidor and 
said islands and rocks a nations- 
defense zone."
